Yamanouchi (US 6,191,888) teaches the use of a vibration correcting optical system that 
teaches the driving means to rotate the lenses (I and F) in both the pitch and yaw direction, but 
does not teach the yaw direction rotational axis being spaced from the vibration correcting 
optical system along the optical axis. As shown in Figs. 1, 2A and 3 A the spacing is 
perpendicular to the optical axis, thus Yamanouchi fails to be the required claim limitations.
